THE SENATE, 
The vice president laid before the senate 
the unfinisbed business, being the resolu 
tion for the election of the senate officers. 
Mr. Dawes took the floor and proceeded 
to give a brief history of the action of both 
sides of the senate upon the resolution. 
He said the senate had not been permitted 
to express itself. In its own judgment it 
had been paralyzed. If the senate could be 
thus paralyzed by desperate opposition 
here, the government asa whole could be 
blocked in its function in the same way. 
He characterized the opposition of the 
democrats as revolutionary, tending to 
weaken and undermine the gov 
ernment. It devolves upon the repub- 
lican party to maintain republican 
and representative government in this 
country, and the republican party again 
accepts that responsibility. For himself, 
not speaking for others, he declared that he 
would continue to the end, the contest for 
that resolution, not for what it contained, 
but because of the principle in- 
volved in it, because it was 
io determine whether or not the senate 
should perform its legitimate function. 
Mr. Dawes said that the republicans, while 
maintaining the authority of the senate, 
could not omit to do its duty elsewhere. 
Therefore, recognizing the necessity of this, 
and believing that the republicans 
would be strengthened by it, he would 
move that the senate for a_ short 
time address itself to other business, never 
losing sight of the principle they had been 
fighting for, but coming back to it in order 
to provide for the needs of the government. 
He moved to proceed to the consideration 
of executive business. 
Mr. Beck called for the yeas and nays. 
Mr. Pendleton requested Mr. Dawes to 
withdraw his motion for a moment. 
Mr. Dawes declined. 
Mr. Beck said he hardly thought it de- 
corous for Mr. Pendleton to add anything 
to Mr. Dawes’s funeral oration.

The meeting at Augusta, Georgia, on 
Saturday last, whereby the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad company, through its con- 
nection with the Virginia Midland, ~* has 
every prospect Of securing an independent 
through line tu the south, was an event of 
the utmost importance to the company 
itself and to the trade of this city. When 
by the lease of the Atianta and Charlotte 
Air-Lire to the Richmond and Danville 
railroad the Baltimore and Ohio road was 
placed at Danville at the mercy of rival 
roads, the necessity of building a new 
line of road from Danville to Augusta, 
Georgia, was a foregone conclusion. The 
North Carolina Midland, which was organ- 
ized about a year ago with Mr. John 8. Bar- 
bour as president, he being also president 
of the Virginia Midland, presented an op- 
portunity of extending the much needed 
through line to Augusta, provided the 
latter city would co-operate in building it. 
The merchants of Baltimore, through their 
representative body, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ association, met on the 
13th of April to discuss the situation. They 
well knew that the Virginia Midland, un- 
less it could be extended to Augusta, would 
be a mere local road, and the trade of Balti- 
more would suffer considerably; whereas if 
an independent and competing line, 


ranning from Danville to Au- 
gusta, were established, Baltimore 
would have direct commumcation 


with all the important railroads traversing 
the south. The result of this meeting was 
a conference the following day at Camden 
station, between a committee of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ association, and 
the representatives of the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Virginia Midland railroads, in 
which the proposed extension was discussed 
and material assistance to the companies 
promised. In futherance of this movement, 
a meeting of the directors of the Virginia 
Midland was held on the 17th of April, at 
the Mechanics’ bank, in Baltimore, at 
which it was decided to build the North 
Carolina Midland to Spartanburg, South 
Carolina. In the cost of building the road 
it was understood that the people of the 


counties through which the road would run 
would bear their part, and that another 
part of the cost would be borne by the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad company. On 
the 22d of April a delegation from States- 
ville, North Carolina, representing the 
people of that to¥fn and the important 
points south, had #conference in Baitimore 
with members of the Merchants’ and Man- 
ufacturers’ association after an interyiew 
with Mr. John 8. Barbour, at Alexandria, 
Virginia, on the same subject,in which 
they pointed out what they deemed to be 
the most judicious route between Danville 
and Augusts, and stated what sums in aid of 
the work could probably be obdtai:red along 
the lineof route. Meetings were also held 
at Spartanburg, Winston and Statrsville, at 
which the importance of exiending the 


Carolina, to Augusta was strongly dwelt 
upon, and pledges of material aid were given 
on bebalf of the sections through which it 
would pass. ‘fhese preliminary meetings 
paved the way for the meeting at Augusta, 
whica was held on Saturday last. At this 
meeting the Baitimore and Ohio and the 
Virginia and North Carolina Midland were 
represented, and the views of these com~ 
panies explained. The proposition of Mr. 
Barbour was that if Augusta, which ts 
now building a railroad from that city to 
Knoxville, which will be completed to 
Green woud, 5 C., by the coming autumn, 
would build from Greenwood a branch road 
of sixty-six miles to Spartanburg, the North 
Carolina Midland, asan extension of the 
Virginia Midland, would, on its side, build 
the remainder of the road from Danville 
to Spartanburg, so as to meet the Augusta 
link at that point, and thus complete a 
through route from Baltimore and the east- 
ern cities to Augusta. One proviso was 
made by Mr. Barbour, which his experi- 
ence of the loss of the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air-Line led him to press. It was that 
if Augusta should at any time conclude to 
sell out her Knoxville road, part of which 
would form a link in the proposed through 
line, the Baltimore aod Ohio company 
desired to have the refusal of it. The meet- 
ing was harmonious, and from the promises 
there made there is every reason to believe 
that the road will be built. The advantage 
of this independent through line to 
Baltimore is that it would connect 
with nearly ail the important §rail- 
roads in the system of southern roads from 
the Chesapeake bay to Florida; while to 
Augusta it would give another competing 
line to Baltimore and the eastern cities, and 
for the counties of Georgia and North and 
South Carolina through which tbe line is 
to run it would open upa region rich in 
minerals and give an outlet fo the Atlantic 
seaboard for the votten and varied products 
of a iercile section of the south. 

THE MACON AND BRUSSWICK.

Yesterday Major J. C. Long, the Macon 
and Brunswick engineer, arrived in this 
city, and is now busy organiz.ng two sur- 
veying parties to carry out the intentions 
of the company @egarding the extension.

The peculiarsituation of the Central 
railroad and of the river front renders this 
extremely difficult. It may be that the 
city will be asked to granta right of way 
along Fourth street, fora bridge will have 
to be built, and the foot of Fourth presents 
the best point of departure available. 
As soon as the road can be located. con- 
tracts for the first twenty miles of the road’ 
will be let out, and contracts for twenty 
mile sections as fast as needed wii! be made. 
As already stated, the road has purchased 
110 miles of stee: rail for this exiension. A 
few weeks will see a force at work.

remarked: 
“There isn’t an innocent rural community 
between here and the coast that has’nt been 
invaded at one time or another by this miil. The 
villagers along the river are liable any moming 
to get up and find itetranded like some strange 
storm bird on their streets.”’ 
‘Tl understand that down the river when there’s 
been arain and anyone inquires whether there 
is likely to bea freshet, the reply is ‘I have'nt 
seen Adair’s mill pass yet,so there can't be 
much of a rise,’ ”’ 
“The other day,’’ remarked a third man, 
‘there had been a sort of shower and after it was 
over I saw Colonel Adair tearing through the 
woods, crying, ‘Head it; stopit!’ I asked Aim 
what was the matter, aud he merely remarked, 
‘That mill is loose again!’ They du say eet if 
you poura bucket of water in the mouth of the 
Chattahoochee it wil move that mill a hundred 
yards.’’ 
“When she starts she’s just got to go,’’ said 
another.

ANTI-MARRIAGE. 


of Ohie—Public Policy Requires the Pro- 


motion of: Marriage, and Oon- 
trary Acts are Uniawfal. 


Cotumsus, O., May 4.—Some months ago 


, whose purpose it was to pay its members a 
certain specified sum of money on their 
marriage. The idea was a novel one, and 
the success of this company has been such 
as to induce others of a speculative turn of 
mind to endeavor to embark in the same 
business. Recently a Laif dozen certificates 
for the incorporation of similar companies 
-have been presented to the state department 
for official certification. The secretary of 
the state asked the attorney general for an 
opinion on the subject, and to-day General 
Nash gave an opinion: against any 
further increase of this peculiar style of 
insurance. General Nash's opinion in sub- 
stance is as follows: Owe company seeking 
incorporation provides for paying 4 :u‘a of 
money ninety days after marriase. It is 
also provided that if a member is married 
within two hundred days after becoming a 
mer berof the association, he or she shall 
forfeit all rights arising from such mem-. 
bership. and that after a lapse of two 
hundred days there shall be credited 
to the member on the books of the 
association the sum of $20 per month for 
each month thereafter that the member 
remains single; provided that, inno case 
shall the amount paid upon marriage 
exceed $2,400, The plan proposed for 
doing business by this association certainly 

offers a money consideration for people to 
remain unmarried for a long period of 
time. If oneis married wifhin two hun- 
dred days after joining the iation, he or 
she loses ali benefits that are expected from 
it, and after the two hundred days have 
expired a premium of $20 per month for the 
period of ten years is offered to each mem- 
ber whoremainsunmarried. Nearly eleven 

years must elapse before the full moneyed 
benefits expected from the association can 

be received. This kind of businessis not 
sanctioned by section 3,630 before referred 
to. This section makes the principal bene- 
fit depend upon the happening of an event 
beyond the control of man, whereas, in this 
proposed association the principal benefit 
is constantly increased for the period of ten 

years by the voluntary deferment of a 

marriage contract, which contract it is 

the policy of all Christian nations to en- 

courage and promote, The pyrpose is to get 

large numbers of young people to combine 

together and to hold out inducements to 

them to refrain from entering upon the 

marriage relation until certain sunis of 

money are accumulated, All admit that 

marriage isa contract coeval with and es- 

sential to society. Many good people hold 

it to be asacrament, and although many 

others do not so esteem it, yet they ac- 

count it as of divine origin, and invest it 

with the sanction of religion. For indi- 

viduals to associate themselves together 

for the purpose of effecting and surround- 

ing this kind of contract by and with the 

considerations proposed in these articles of 

corporation, is against public policy, be- 

cause against public welfare, and if against 

public policy it is unlawful.

Made in the Bowels of Old Egypt. 
New York, May 4—A Cairo, Egypt, 
dispatch says that Maspero has just opened 
some more pyramids of Sakkara. inclosing 
the tombs of the kings of the fifth dynasty. 
Tbe mortuary chapels of each contain 
about eighty square meters of the smallest 
and most closely written texis, giving the 
precise details of the religious belief of 
that age. It is a complete coup de grace to 
the Osiris masonry theory, and all previous 
conceptions are entirely upset. Except the 
finding of the Rosetta stone in 1799, no 
discovery in Egypt equals this in scientific 
value. The.entrance of the passage is 
difficult and dangerous on account of the 
loose blocks that encumberit. The A meri- 
can Egyptologist and a correspondent were 
the only persons allowed to visit the inte- 
rior with Maspero. The latter returns t 
Paris next month, and will publish the 
discovered text. Ali the Sakkara pyramids, 
about sixty in oumber, will be opened as 
soon as possible.

RUSSIA, 


Berwin, May 4.—There is much agitation 
in the Baltic provinces of Russia among the 
peasants, who desire absoiute ownership of 
the land now held on lease. The pastors in 
many parts of Esth land have refused to 
administer the oath of allegiance to the 
czar, or did so with manifest reluctance. 

The press freely expresses the opinion 
that the government is incapabie of con- 
tributing to the prosperity of the country, 
and regrets that the former advocates of 
separation have left no worthy suc 
cessor. A handbill has been 
distributed at Dorpot calling upon 
the inhabitants of the Baltic 
provinces not to swear allegiance until the 
czar granted them laws and land rights 
equal to those possessed by the Russian 
people. It urges the people to remain 
united, but to refrain from open rebellion. 
A manifesto circulated at Vendan 
Court says: “Let the people refuse to swear 
allegiance to the czar before the Russian 
officials and only swear before the local 
officials. We cannot longer be de- 
ceived like dogs We must 
remain firm. We despise and denounce 
nobility that they may disappear from 
Esth like snow in spring. Whoever tears 
down this notice risks his life.”’ 

The above documents are composed in 
local dialects, presumably by peasants.

any other power from trying te secure 
foothold with a view to its eventual 
absorption. There will probably be a per- 
manent military occupation of some of the 
strategical points. The lest portion of this 
dispatch conflicts with the statement made 
in parliament of Sir Charles W. Dilke, 
under foreign secretary. 

A dispatch from Tunis says the prime 
minister’ on learning of the French occu- 
tion of Beserta, summoned the principal 
religious bodies to a conference, and they 
afterwards proceeded to Kerovan with the 
ebject of preachinga holy war.

astic applause. Othello’s speech to the 
senate Was much ap pplauded, as was lego's 
(Mr. Irvings’s) soliloquy inthe second act 
inwhich ne reveals the designs against 
Othello, containing the sentence: 
‘Tis here, but yet confuased.”’ 

There were calls betore the curtain 
the first and second acts, but, though 
performance to this point was very 
cessful, the remarkable demovustration was 
Lo come. 

In the third act, dnring the long 
gation in whictt Iago gradually 
Othello to draw from him his sus; 
the attention of the house was pe 
riveted. There were frequent mov 
to applaud both performers, whic 
immediately surpressed by protests 
yartof those who wished nothin to be 
lost. This interest was perfectly su. ained 
up to the closing of the long conversation 
between the two principal characters, but 
the subsequent episode, where Othello 
rushes up and seizes Iago, did not appear 
to create so much sensation. Mr. booth 
was apparentiy suffering from a slight 
weakness of voice. After the act was con- 
cluded there were enthusiastic calls before 
the curtain. 

The fourth act was well received, but 
passed without anySnoteworthy incidents 
In the closing act the audience did not, es 
usual, cause interruption by shuftling about 
preparing for departure, and when the cur- 
tain fe!]l there was a great demonstration, 
extending even to cheering and waving of 
hats. There were separate calls before the 
curtain, when Othello, lago, and Desdemo 
nacame on together. 

In reply to the renewed clamor, Mr. 
Irving came out alone and made a humor. 
ous speech, thanking the audience for its 
extremely kind and enthusiastic reception 
He said it was extremely gratifying to him 
to see that the engagement (meaning that 
of Mr. Booth) had met with so gratifying 
a reception, and to have his old friend, Mr. 
sooth, with him. Aftera few more words 
of thanks ge — on behalf of the 
company . Mr. Booth was again called, but 
he mere ly acknowledged the applause and 
disregarded the calls to speak. ‘The rest of 
the company sustained their parts well, and 
with less display than usual. Mr. William 
Terriss, as Cassio, perhaps: had the best 
reception. Mr. Irving's rendering of Iago, 
for which be hed adopted a rather more 
fanciful costume than usually associ- 
ated with the part, contained many points 
of interest. He introduced much interest- 
ing byplay in his manner of furtively 
watching Othello to ascertain the effect of 
the suspicious he was communicating to 
him, Inthe scenes with Roderigo he also 
had some very marked business, evidently 
intended to form a foil tu the more tragic 
parts of the play, and caused considerable 
amusement—for example, clutching Rode- 
rigoand marching affectionately off with 
bio with his own cloak drawn over Rode- 
rigo’s shoulder after having persuaded him 
to waylay Cassio. Mr. Booth adhered to 
his well known reading of Othello. The 
honors of the performance were fairly divi- 
ded between Mr. Booth, Mr. Irving and 
Miss Terry. 

The Daily Telegraph says: “Mr. Booth 
can never have received a more affectionate 
greeting from his own countrymen than 
when he first stepped on the Lyceum boards, 
Mr. Booth played O:hello far better than 
when at the Princess’ theater, Mr. Irving 
bas never done anything better than his lago 
of lastnight.
